Downey walks from China to freedom 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 


— John T. Downey, the last American 
prisoner of the Korean War, was freed 
from China today and flew home to see 
his seriously ill mother in Connecticut. 


Peking let the CIA operative go after 


an appeal from President Nixon that he 
be allowed to join his 75-year-old 
mother, Mary Downey of New Britain. 
His release had been expected as a result 
of the visits to Peking by Nixon and 
Henry A. Kissinger but not until later 
this year. 


Downey, who has spent nearly 21 of 


his 42 years in Chinese prisons, looked 


pale but smiled continuously when he 
arrived at Clark Air Base from Hong 
Kong. He told newsmen he was "fine." 


At Clark he found his brother 


William, a New York attorney, who 
arrived several hours earlier. 


"I just want to say how grateful I am 


for being released," Downey told 
newsmen. "And I appreciate the 
Chinese government letting me go at 
this time, and President Nixon for his 
efforts on my behalf, and Dr. Kissinger. 
I'm very pleased to be out; and at the 
same time, I'm very anxious to get home 
and see my mother." 


William Downey said a doctor had 


examined his brother on the flight from 
Hong Kong and "he checks out fine on 
a preliminary examination. He certainly 
feels and looks good." 


The two brothers took off in a special 


C141 medical evacuation transport at 
1:42 a.m. EST for Elmendorf Air Base in 
Alaska. From there, they were to fly to 
either Hartford, Conn., or Westover Air 
Base in Massachusetts. 


Downey's mother, who visited him a 


number of times in Peking, suffered a 
stroke last Wednesday. She regained 
consciousness Sunday, but a spokes- 


man at New Britain General Hospital 
said her condition still was critical. 


Downey was captured in 1952 when 


his plane went down on a flight from 
Seoul to Tokyo while on a mission for 
the Central Intelligence Agency. His 
fate remained a mystery until Peking in 
1954 announced that he and another 
man on the flight, Richard Fecteau, had 
been convicted of espionage 


Fecteau was sentenced to 20 years in 


prison; Downey, to 30. But, after Nixon 
announced he was going to visit Peking, 
the Chinese freed Fecteau a year early in 
December 1971 and said Downey would 
have to serve only five more years. 


When Kissinger, the President's nat- 
ional security adviser, returned from 
Peking last month, he said he was told 
Downey had been an "exemplary" 
prisoner and his case would be reviewed 
later this year. 


For nearly 19 years, the U.S. govern- 


ment rejected the charge that Downey 
and Fecteau were spying and contended 
that they were civilian employes of the 
Air Force. The first official U.S. admis- 
sion that Downey was a CIA agent was 
made by President Nixon at a news 
conference last Jan. 31, and this was 
believed a factor in the Chinese decision 
to release him.

108 more POWs to be freed

SAIGON (AP) - North Vietnam 


today delivered a list of 108 American 
prisoners it will release in Hanoi on 
Wednesday: meanwhile, the United 
States again suspended the withdrawal 
of American troops to insure the Com- 
munists release all 286 Americans they 
still hold. 


The Viet Cong promised a list on 


Tuesday of approximately 30 prisoners 
of war captured in South Vietnam who 
will be released in Hanoi on Thursday. 


The U.S. delegation radioed the list 


from the North Vietnamese to 
Washington for notification of the 
prisoners" families. The list was to be 


made public by the Defense Department 
later today. 


In Washington the Defense Depart- 


ment confirmed the list had been 
received and that it included the names 


of 107military prisoners and one civilian 
prisoner. 


Bui Tin, the chief North Vietnamese 


spokesman in Saigon, said all those to be 
released on Wednesday- were airmen

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Investigation underway in slaying 
of Bermuda's British governor, aide 


HAMILTON, Bermuda <AP) — More 


Scotland Yard detectives were due in 
Bermuda today to join the investigation 
of the murder of the island's British 
governor and his aide-decamp. Police 
said they were questioning a number of 
persons but had made no arrests. 


Gov. Sir Richard Sharpies, 57, and 


Capt. Hugh Sayers, 25, were shot 
shortly before midnight Saturday. Their 
bodies were found outside the front 
door of Government House, the gover- 
nor's residence. 


Police said they did not know how 


many gunmen were involved in the 
slayings, which occurred after a small 
dinner party while the men were 
walking Sharpies" pet great Dane, Hor- 
sa. The dog was also killed. 


There were no security measures in 


effect at the time for the 15 acre park 
that surrounds the residence about a 
mile from Hamilton. Only the usual 


unarmed guard was on duty at the 
mansion, 


A state of emergency was declared 


immediately, giving police the power to 
keep suspects from leaving the island. It 
appeared to have virtually no effect on 
the thousands of tourists jamming hot- 
els. 


Nearly all sporting events were can- 


celled Sunday; but other activities were 
normal, though many persons 
expressed grief or shock over the 
killings 


Sir Edward Richards, thegoverrunem 


leader in the island's legislature, told a 
news conference he could not say if the 
murders were politically motivated. 


Two Scotland Yard men who had 


investigated the murder of Bermuda's 
police commissioner last fall relumed to 
the island Sunday. Det, Chief Supt. Bill 
Wright and Inspector Basil Hadrell had 
returned to Britain two weeks ago, and 


there has been no word of the results of 
their investigation into the killing of 
Commissioner George Duckett and the 
wounding of his 17-year-old daughter. 
They were shot during the evening 
outside their home six months to the 
day before the killing of the governor. 


Officials said they had not established 


any link between the two incidents. 


Nearly all the colony's 360 policemen 


were thrown into the hunt for the 
governor's slayers. Four more men from 
Scotland Yard were on their way from 
London: the deputy coordinator of the 
regional crime squad, Cmdr. John 
Morrison: Chief Supt Gordon Powell; 
and two technical experts. Wright said 
two or three more inspectators probably 
would arrive from London Tuesday or 
Wednesday.

BRUSSELS (AP) - Six of the Com- 


mon Market nations agreed early today 
to a joint, partial float against the dollar, 
maintaining a schedule of exchange 
rates among each other but ending 
obligatory purchases of the dollar to 
support it. 


The other three member nations — 


Britain, Ireland and Italy — are already 
floating their currencies against all 
others. They said they would join the 
joint float as soon as economic condit- 
ions permitted them to peg their 
currencies against the other Common 
Market monies. 


West Germany also agreed to revalue 


the mark upward three per cent. There 
was speculation that the Japanese yen, 
the other strong currency, also would be 
revalued somewhat. 


The decision by West Germany, 


France, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Luxembourg and Denmark was easing 
the latest monetary crisis that closed 
foreign currency exchanges 10 days 
ago. 


A communique after a meeting of 


finance ministers from the nine Com- 
mon Market nations said the float 
would go into effect March 19, when the 
exchange markets reopen. 


Four other nations with strong 


currency —Switzerland, Sweden, Nor- 
way and Austria — reportedly were 
considering joining the float even 
though they are not members of the 
Common Market. 


By floating, the currencies are free to 


find their natural levels in terms of the 
dollar through pressures of supply and 
demand. No longer will the central 
banks have to buy huge quantities of 
dollars from speculators and the money 
managers to keep the dollar from 
sinking below a fixed level. However, 
West Germany's finance minister, Hel- 
mut Schmidt, said a central bank may 
continue under the agreement to sup- 
port the dollar to prevent its own 
currency rate from going higher than 
desired. 


The agreement calls for a maximum 


fluctuation of 2.25 per cent among the 
values of the six floating currencies. It is 
considered a key step toward eventual 
creation of a single European currency. 


Belgian Finance Minister Willy 


DeClercq said the Netherlands, Lux- 
embourg and Belgium will discuss pos- 
sible revaluation of their currncy later 
this week. 


The German revaluation caused 


speculation in Japan that the value of 
the yen, which under present internat- 
ional monetary conditions has kept 
pace with the mark, also soon may be 
increased. The yen has been floating 
upward but not enough to suit 
American and European officials. But 
Japanese trade sources said a sig- 
nificant upward revaluation would 
strike a severe blow to Japanese ex- 
ports.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Film por- 


trayals of ethnic minorities have come a 
long way from the years when Willie 
Best/ popped his eyes at ghosts and 


• Philip -Ann pushed bamboo under the 
fingernails of Yankee war prisoners. 
, A measure of how far ethnic images 
have progressed is indicated by this 
year's Academy Award nominations. 
"Lady Sings the Blues" and "Sounder," 
both black oriented, won a total of eight 
nominations, including Diana Ross and 
Cicely Tyson for best actress and Paul 
Winfield for best actor and "Sounder" 
for best movie. 


But do films today present the right 


image of minorities? 


Many ethnic leaders say no. 
Movie producers admit that por- 


trayals of minorities can be improved. 
But a spokesman adds: 


"We understand complaints that the 


images of some ethnic groups on screen 
are often distortions. But that is also 
true of WASP characterizations in 
films. The nature of all entertainment is 
distortion." 


For the past two or three years, 


producers' representatives have had 
frequent meetings with leaders of black, 
Indian, Japanese, Latin and other ethnic 
. organizations. 


The loudest protests have come the 


• blacks, particularly since Hollywood 
discovered the gold that can be mined 
' from films about blacks. Several groups 
combined to form the Coalition against 
Blaxpoitation, which presented 12 
' demands to the producers. 


Most of the demands were for 


economic improvement and they were 
accepted. But producers refused to 
allow consultantship on scripts. 


"We don't allow the government to 


censor our films before their release." 
said a producers' spokesman, "and we 
don't allow anyone else to, either. But 
black leaders can review films before 
release and rate them for the black 
community, just as other groups do." 


One of the leaders of the Coalition 


against Blaxpoitation is Conrad Smith, 
regional director of the Congress of 
Racial Equality —CORE. He remarks: 


"We evaluated about 50 films con- 


cerning blacks and discovered that they 
have no balance. In white films, if the 
sister is a prostitute, there is usually a 
brother who is a good guy. That is not 
true in black films... 


"There is no political, no social mes- 


sage in these black films. They merely 
perpetuate the Charles Correll — 
Freeman Gosden (Amos 'n* Andy) 
image. They're only a step above Stepin 
Fetchit. 


"But the psychological implications 


are so deep that the current films are 10 
times worse. For instance, after 
'Superfly* (in which the hero is a cocaine 


dealer) four hospitals in New York 
reported that cases of cocaine abuse had 
jumped 400 per cent." 


Portrayals of black Americans have 


changed through film history. In the 
early years, they were either Uncle 
Toms or, as in the notorious example of 
"Birth of a Nation," menaces to white 
womanhood. 


The talkie era brought other stereo- 


types. Stepin Fetchit epitomized the 
slow-as-molasses, dim-witted retainer, 
and others were required to contribute 
to such cliches as terror of ghosts, love 
of watermelon, etc. 


Sidney Poitier introduced a new era in 


the 1960s. He personified the cerebral 
black, capable of brain surgery or crime 
detection, besting white bigots with his 
wit. 


The white got shafted in the 1970s. A 


black James Bondian hero emerged, but 
instead of destroying SMERSH agents, 
he combatted corrupt whites. Nor did 
the new black hero always operate on 
the side of the law. 


Some black observers have com- 


mented that "Sounder" represented the 
first film in the wave of black movies 
that depicted the black experience with 
any degree of realism. It is a tale of a 
black family in depression times trying 
to stay together amid white oppression 
in the South. 


However, other blacks consider 


"Sounder" something of a historical 
piece depicting postslavery conditions 
in the South. These critics claim that the 
film has little relevance to today's 
ghetto experience. 


Director Mark \Varren believes the 


superblack crime movie has just about 
exhausted itself.

Diets don't work the 
same for all people 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Does a low-car- 


bohydrate diet work for everyone who 
tries it?

three- to five-pound loss weekly. 


I tried it for a week and gained three

If you read an article on "how 
J.o get rich by wishing" or "how to pay 
your taxes without money" or "how to 
get all A grades by carrying a magic 
good luck charm," nobody would 
swallow it. 


Bui if you tell :hat "only car- 


bohydrates make you fat" or "just 
sating protein will bum up fat." some- 
times thev believe it. 


You answered your own question. 


The low-carbohydrate diet doesn't 
work for everybody. It didn't for you. 


If you consume more calories than 


you need, you'll gain weight. You'll get 
rid of the weight either by working off 


* the excess or by not eating so many 
- calories. 


The diet will work for someone who 


limits carbohydrate —and refrains 
from eating more of other things than 
-usual. That hocus-pocus about eating 
all you want of other things just isn't 
so. 


Various reducing diets have been 


offered for many years. One character 
made a fortune with a book called 
"Calories Don't Count." but he couldn't 
overcome the truth that calories do 
count. There was a DuPont diet which 
let you "eat all you want" of meat and 
one fruit or vegetable at each meal, but 
most people got so tired of such a 
boring diet that they soon quit. There 
have been theories that grapefruit 
juice, and occasionally other things, 
would "burn up fat." but nothing you 
eat burns up any calories. 


There aren't any diets that will let 


you eat all you want and get thin. 
That's wishful thinking. There are diets 
that xvill give you all you need and let 
you lose weight. So as the lady says in 
the TV commercial, "do yourself a 
favor." Quit fooling yourself with 
dreams. Face facts, and you'll succeed.

NEW YORK (AP) —They are far from 


what Florence Nightingale had in mind 
for the nursing profession — homicide 
detectives, firefighters, radiocar cops 
and policewomen. 


But they just may be the best clas_s of 


nurses turned out by Bellevue Hospital 
in its 100 years. 


"I'm convinced of it," says Dr. Joseph 


A. Cimino, New York City Health 
Commissioner and originator of the 
idea of taking about-to-retire cops and 
firemen and using their experience, skill 
and compassion to train them to be 
badly needed nurses. 


Eighty-seven, out of an original 100, 


stuck it out through a long, hard 2% 
.years, while doing their regular jobs, 
and will graduate from the only such 
•program in the nation Thursday night. 


Long ago, they got used to the stat- 


ionhouse and firehouse ribbing about 
becoming nurses, once thought of as 
strictly a woman's occupation. 


Fireman Mike Wolf, built like a half- 


back and the veteran of thousands of 
alarms, said, "The guys back at the 
house can't wait for me to graduate so 
they can buy me my first pair of white 
pantyhose." 


A husband-and-wife team, Fire Lt. 


Michael Rashak and Policewoman 
Agatha Rashak, explained why they 
joined the program together. 


"We discussed second careers after 


we retire. .What was most interesting 
was that we were able to go into a 
second career together and help take 
care of other people," he said. 


Fire Capt. Hubert Walsh, who was 


rescued only last New Year's day by his 


own men at a three-bagger in a blazing 
brownstone, had a different reason. 


"It's Hubert the third, my fourth and 


youngest and my only son. He's 3% 
years old and he's had one open heart 
operation and has to go back for 
another." 


Patrolman Harold McCarthy, of the 


Traffic Education Unit, already has the 
professional mustache and demeanor of 
a Park Avenue specialist. He claims to 
be the first to enroll in the program and 
will present the class to Mayor John 
Lindsay and others at the graduation 
night ceremonies. 


Then he wants to go further on in the 


Hunter College-Bellevue School of 
Nursing, as it's formally known, to get 
his B.S. in nursing. 


"I'm hoping the feds will pick up the 


"tab for that, too," he saye. The Health, 
Education and Welfare Department's 
Division of Nursing funded the program 
for two classes of cops and firemen to 
the tune of $500,000 and the second class 
graduates next February. 


Most of the would-be nurses have 


families with children —who miss them 
often during the 40 hours they spend in 
class, clinic and homework. 


The families are thereal heroes, many 


feel, and Mrs. Davis says: "My son, 
Glenn, 15, goes to Power Memorial 
High School, he was very nice and 
cooperative about it"

[Editorial writer pleads for more clout at state, local ballot box

- OSHKOSH — President Nixon's 
program of revenue sharing may look 
like a cop-out to some, but maybe it's a 
challenge and an opportunity, Mrs.

1 Speaking at the fifth annual Univer- 
sity Day on the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Oshkosh campus, she examined the 
responsibilities of the individual for 
himself and his society. 


Her plea-was for an informed and 


responsible electorate prepared to deal 
with the challenges of today, able and 
willing to support new approaches and 
innovative programs to replace those 
that don't work. 


Revenue sharing, she pointed out. 


should return to state and local 
governments the responsibility for 
many programs now administered by 
Uncle Sam. That will bring them closer 
to the people and their clout at the 
ballot box. 


It won't change the complexity of the 


solutions, Mrs. Otto warned. "We must 
come unglued from some of the ideas 
that dominate our thinking." 


Mrs. 
Otto, who was Post-Crescent 


women's editor before moving to Mil- 
waukee, dealt with a variety of emer- 
gencies and challenges which face 
Americans and Wisconsin in the next 
decade. 


Solutions, she said, will take more 


than a little courage, but "these issues 


will take direction whether or not you 
do something about them." 


For those whose faith in the ballot 


box has been shaken, she offered the 
evidence of Wisconsin's new consumer 
protection act, "the direct result of 
people like us and a handful of dedicat- 
ed people..."

Proposed, she said, is a uniform 


parent-child relationship act which 
would eliminate the

between legitimate and illegitimate 
children. 


In the past, she continued, Wisconsin 


and other states have tried a variety of 
devices to make divorce difficult. The 
state public policy is that marital dis- 
solution is not good and that it should 
be prevented. "Now, the trend na- 
tionally is toward non-fault grounds 
the attitude is rather that it is 
something that could happen to all of 
us.. a public recognition of divorce as a 
major solution to what people think are 
marital problems." 


That attitude, she advised, will 


probably affect the concept of property 
division and child custody, "perhaps by 
the year 2000 in Wisconsin." 


Wisconsin, she said, is leaning 


toward a community property concept 
in the areas of property division and 
support 


"The equal rights amendment would 


change this (Wisconsin law) dras- 
tically. It will do things for men as well 
as for women." 


A new probate code provides that 


either spouse has a right to a third of 
the real and personal property of the 
other upon death, one step toward 
erasing legal inequities between the 
sexes. 


In some states, both spouses are lia- 


ble for support of the family although in 
Wisconsin non-support by the husband 
is still grounds for divorce. "I think 
we're beginning to move toward equal 
responsibility m this area, beginning to 
recognize the wife's ability to con- 
tribute to 
the finances of the 


household." Ivlrs. Melli said.

don't like them. The choice may be 
punishment for being poor or incen- 
tives to become self-supporting. 


There are environmental decisions to 


be made and soon and Mrs. Otto sug- 


gested a balanced judgment with a 
careful weighing of gains and losses for 
any course of action. "Once you un- 
derstand that atomic energy plants ancb 
their effects are very complicated, you; 
are a step ahead of the environmen- 
talist who just demands they be 
banned." 


Everybody is going to join the elderly 


group some day and it's time to look at 
their problems at least by age 40. she 
continued. 


"Throwing the elderly out like dis- 


posable diapers is too much down the 
drain." she warned. "We can't afford 
this. The separation of the generations 
has hurt all of us. 


On women's liberation, she quipped. 


"Nobody should be in a lesser position 
because of the shape of the skin. 


"It's time we made equality the law 


and get on with better things." 


Mrs. Otto was one of six speakers 


who lectured during University Day. 
The event was co-sponsored by the 
university's college of continuing 
education and the alumni association.

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Attorney general colls third annual conference 
Educated consumer remains his own best protection

MILWAUKEE—The third annual 


Conference on Consumerism spon- 
sored by the Wisconsin Office of Con- 
sumer Protection was a continuation of 
its predecessors. A star-studded cast of 
representatives of business, consumer 
organizations and regulation and en- 
forcement agencies of state and federal 
government delved into the problems 
that continue to plague all who depend 
on the marketplace for supplies and 
livelihood. The search through com- 
munications for solutions palatable to 
all was key to the confe-ence. 


Welcoming the several hundred per- 


sons interested in the many phases of 
this subject to the Thursday gathering 
at the Hotel Pfister was Atty. Gen. 
Robert Warren, under whom the Office 
of Consumer Protection was spawned. 
Since its inception in 1970, it has 
handled over 30,000 complaints and 
recovered over one-half million dollars 
for individuals. 


But this is not the only emphasis of 


this relatively new department in our 
state government. According to Camille 
Haney, consumer affairs coordinator, 
the office is interested in and has done a 
lot to promote information programs 
through schools, local and state 
government agencies and business. 
Primary reason is the belief, she said, 
that informed consumers are their own 
best protection. 


"Consumerism is not a passing bag, 


it's here to stay," the attorney general 
said during his welcoming message, 
"and smart businessmen are listening 


to consumers since their confidence is 
the ba«is for continuing business." 


During the years from 1966 to 1971, 


public confidence dropped 26 per cent, 
according to surveys taken. He pointed 
out that more than half of the respon- 
dents (62 per cent) opted for more 
government controls. They estimated 
profit, he continued, at 28 per cent 
when actually it is four per cent after 
taxes. 


The attorney general said he felt 


communications between government, 
business and consumers had to be 
improved. He called on business to 
support sound things consumers want. 
We must work together to insure a 
better marketplace, he said.

Fighting the flood

NEW LONDON — The unexpected 


flood which struck here during the 
weekend may be the third or fourth 
most serious disaster to ravage this 
Wolf River community. 


The other major disasters include the 


flood in 1888. when the. Wolf crested at 
11.6 feet and in 1922 when~the river 
crested at 11.4 feet. The other disaster 
was of a different nature: Seven build- 
ings were destroyed by fire on N. Water 
Street on New Year's Day in 1924. 


Like most disasters, this most recent 


flood has drawn the community 
together. 


"It's always been a northside and 


southside difference as far as business," 
Bob VanderVeer a life-long resident, 
said."But when the chips are down, 
everyone gets together. It's just great 
to see how everyone gets together." 


Three separate incidents during the 


flood nearly caused the loss of life. 


Saturday night, three 
persons, 


including New London Fire Chief 
Wayne Wilfeur and Wisconsin Gas Co. 
Office manager Richard Stern were 
overcome by carbon monoxide fumes 
from a portable pump being used to 
dear the basement of the Melvin Jun- 
gerberg home on County X west of the 
city. 


Jungerberg summoned help and he 


and the other two men were taken to 
New London Community Hospital 
where they were held overnight and 
released. All were reported to be in 
good health Sunday. 


Patrolman James Edminster barely 


avoided a serious injury Sunday on N. 
Shawano Street when he stepped into 
an open manhole. Edminster was able 
to catch himself before falling comple- 
tely into the manhole but suffered a 
twisted knee. 


Police Capt Ray Oberstadt said in a 


light vein Sunday, "He (Edminster) was 
trying to find a barricade that had been 
knocked down. I guess the only thing 
that happened is he got pretty wet." 


Edminister said, "I got wet to here," 


indicating about three feet up on his 
legs. 


The fire department was called out at 


12:03 a.m. today to rescue a man lying 
face down' in the water on Waupaca 
Street. 


The man was held overnight in the 


city jail on a public intoxication charge. 


Overnight conditions indicated

The Shawano dam was 
lowered another two feet Sunday and 
the USGS predicted the river would 
crest about 11:05 p.m. today at a level of 
11.8 feet. 


We spent about S40 for the crane to

NEW YORK—The trend of the paper 


industry toward using waste paper for 
an increasingly greater percentage of 
its total production's raw material will 
be reversed during the next 12 years 
unless the federal government provides 
financial incentives for the recycling 
process, an independent research study 
revealed today. 


With the incentives, primarily a tax 


credit on tonnage of waste paper used 
annually, the industry could continue 
to increase its use of waste paper 
recycling—and double the tonnage of 
waste paper recycled by the industry by 
1985 to about 25 million tons, "the 
research report indicated. 


The 216-page report was prepared 


during the past year by Midwest 
Research Institute, of Kansas City, Mo. 
It was presented at a press conference 
at the 96th annual meeting of the 
American Paper Institute. It viewed 
primarily recycling possibilities for the 
period 1970-1985. 


Among the findings in the report was 


the suggestion that industry could jus- 
tify the tax credit in part because it 
would be relieving part of the waste 
paper 
disposal 
pressure 
that 


municipalities face. 


It could eliminate part of the cost of 


collection and disposal of municipal 
waste paper. 


The report also indicated that waste 


paper which can't be recycled probably 
can be expected by 1985 to be a major 
factor in helping fuel solid waste stream 
and power systems. 


The report indicated that the rate of 


paper industry waste paper use in rela- 
tion to virgin fiber and wood fiber use 


Alderman seeks curb on mayor's 
authority to make appointments 


In an effort to halt what he termed 


"cronyism" in City Hall, an Appleton 
alderman has proposed thai nearly all 
committee appointment power be 
taken from the mayor and be delegated 
to a special city council committee. 


A resolution by Aid. Walter Kalata 


(2nd) calling for creation of a commit- 
tee on committees went to City Clerk 
Elden Broehm today. The city council, 
on March 21, probably will refer the 
proposal to its welfare and ordinance 
committee for study and a recommen- 
dation. 


Kalata's proposal calls for creation of 


the special committee at the council's 
annual reorganization meeting in April. 
Kalata guessed, however, that if posi- 
tive action is taken, it probably would 
come too late to permit the committee 
lobe named next month. It may have to 
wail until the 1974 reorganizational 
session, Kalata said. 


A similar resolution from Kalata 


about three years ago died in commit- 
tee. 


Kalata said his proposal is not in- 


tended to be critical of a particular 
administration, but is aimed at reduc- 
ing the potential for patronage abuses 
and at allowing aldermen to serve on 
committees where they can best exer- 
cise their expertise, 


"If an alderman has expertise in a 


particular area it is to the benefit of the 


city for that expertise to be used; 
regardless of his political affiliation." 
Kalata said. 


He cited instances in past years 


where aldermen who had gained ex- 
pertise in particular areas of govern- 
ment were given less important com- 
mittee posts by mayors. The mayor 
makes nearly all committee, board and 
commission appointments and desig- 
nates chairmen of each, subject to 
counti] approval. 


"There's no denying it," Kalata ven- 


tured, "certain committees are plums 
and certain ones are Siberia." 


Kalata said his proposal, if enacted, 


would make panel 
appointment 


procedures in Appleton city govern- 
ment much the same as those used in 
Washington, Madison and on the Ou- 
tagamie County Board, 


Some of the more significant 


provisions of Kalata's two-page resolu- 
tion include: 


—The sole jurisdiction of the com- 


mittee on committees would be to 
recommend selection of the mem- 
bership 
of standing committees, 


boards, commissions and authorities. It 
could meet for no other purpose. It 
would be required to consider appoint- 
ment requests from aldermen and other 
persons desiring specific committee 
duty, 


—The special committee would have 


five members, including four aldermen 
selected by the council and the city 
clerk, whose membership would be 
automatic and who would act as com- 
mittee chairman but would not have a 
vote. With the exception of the clerk, 
members could not be named to a 
second •consecutive term but cosild re- 
turn after one-year intervals. 


—Each committee, board, authority 


or commission authorized by the coun- 
cil will select its own chairman, vice 
chairman and secretary. "The chair- 
man has to have the confidence of his 
committee."1 Kalata said. 


—When a committee recommenda- 


tion is disputed by the city council, it 
would be resolved by executive session 
of the council. No committee recom- 
mendation would be returned to the 
committee for additional deliberation. 


—Executive (closed) meetings by the 


committee on committees would be 
forbidden. 


—The mayor's appointive authority 


would be limited to advisory and study 
committees, interim appointments to 
any committee where vacancies occur 
before terms expire and where Jhere is a 
tie vote of the membership regarding a 
committee post, 


—The basic structure of the board of 


public works would remain the same 
but the right to vote would be limited to 
elected public officials. 


could realistically be increased from the 
present 20 or 21 per cent to 26 per cent 
by 1985. This would more than double 
the waste paper tonnage recycled from 
12 million tons to 25.5 million tons by 
1985, the report said. 


If the historic recycling pattern isn't 


changed by external forces, including 
the federal government, the recycling 
rate will decline to below 17 per cent, or 
about 16.3 million tons, by 1985, the 
report said. 


William Franklin, research Institute 


project leader, said the projection of 35 
per cent by the National Academy of 
Sciences was not realistic. But he added 
later that the paper industry probably 
could exceed the 26 per cent level in the 
future. 


Franklin and other spokesmen 


pointed out during the press conference 
that recycling can and should be 
increased, but that high rates will not 
necessarily eliminate waste paper from 
the solid waste stream because of the 
rapid growth of paper disposal. 


The $60,000 study was sponsored by 


the Solid Waste Council of the Paper 
Industry, which is supported by API, 
the Fibre Box Association, and the 
Paperboard 
Packaging 
Council. 


Spokesmen for the sponsors indicated 
satisfaction with the study. 


They indicated there was a feeling in 


API about the need for recycling and 
other environmental improvements. 
They emphasized that there must be 
cooperation between government, in- 
dustry and the public to resolve the 
complex problems of waste paper 
recycling. 


The research institute study said 


there would be about 97 million tons of 
paper consumed in 1985, and that the 
difference between the 17 and 26 per 
cent recycling rate amounted to about 
9 million tons of waste that could be 
removed from the solid waste total. 
This could mean a savings in disposal 
costs of about $230 million and a total 
value of the recovered resources of 
about S180 million. 
. -: 


Edwin Spiegel, chairman of the solid 


waste council, said that progress made 
in increasing the recycling rate had to 
be matched by progress in using the 
remaining waste paper. 


"The MRI study shows that even at 


the highest probable recycling rate in 
1985, there will be more than 50 million 
tons of paper in the solid waste 
stream," he said. 


"Several programs are under way to 


find additional uses for the remaining 
waste paper, and we feel the most 
promising volume use is in solid waste 
recovery systems.

ing to Hauser. 
. Pointing out that "I haven't been able

It's unlikely that the city council 


would go along with building the

city's share of the project (railroad 
overpass and extension to S. Commer- 
cial Street) along with the state to take 
advantage of the volume contract. 


The first hurdle — getting FAS 


designation — has been cleared, but 
before the city can expect the 50 per 
cent federal funding it must give Win- 
nebago County and the state a firm 
indication that it wants the project and 
would like to join in on the state con- 
tract. 


About 18 months ago, preliminary 


discussions centered around the city 
receiving reverted FAS funds —unused 
money from other counties — to build 
the Breezewood-Bell project. Since that 
time, however, there's been.a change in 
the FAS funding and chances of getting 
reverted funds are slim because the 
State Highway Commission is now 
trying to use up all money it gets each 
year. 


The commission has asked counties

WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (AP) —The 


shooting of an FBI agent and an Indian 
declaration that no federal officials will 
be permitted to enter Wounded Knee 
have dampened hopes for a permanent 
peace. 


Interior Department officials said 


they would not comment on issues until 
midafternoon today, and there was no 
indication that talks were scheduled 
with Indian leaders. 


Meanwhile, a grand jury was to con- 


vene today in Sioux Falls, S.D., to 
investigate the Feb. 27 takeover of the 
historic village by about 200 Indian 
militants. Warrants were issued Sunday 
by a U.S. magistrate in Rapid City for 
the arrest of five leaders of the occupat- 
ion. 


The Sunday gunplay came less than 


24 hours after federal forces pulled 
down their roadblocks and withdrew 
from a perimeter a few miles from the 
center of the village. 


The shooting involved a small truck 


the Indians smeared with mud and 
dubbed their "tank." Several FBI 
vehicles maintaining surveillance on 
roads into the village saw the truck 
about five miles west of Wounded Knee, 
officials said. 


The FBI agents, who said they

Indians said bullets smashed the rear 


windows of the van and flying glass cut 
an Indian's hand. 


"The FBI is trying to provoke the- 


situation," said Dennis Banks, a leader 
of the American Indian Movement, 
which led the takeover. 


Each side said the other fired first. 
It appeared briefly that the incident 


would detonate the explosive situation 
that has existed since the takeover — 
250Indians, many of them armed, facing 
off against 300 federal lawmen armed 
with high-powered rifles and automatic 
weapons. Indian reinforcements have 
slipped into the village since the 
takeover. 


FBI agents donned flak jackets and 


used binoculars to survey each vehicle 
that approached their checkpoints, 
which were set up Sunday several miles 
from here.

Downey walks from China to freedom 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 


— John T. Downey, the last American 
prisoner of the Korean War, was freed 
from China today and flew home to see 
his seriously ill mother in Connecticut. 


Peking let the CIA operative go after 


an appeal from President Nixon that he 
be allowed to join his 75-year-old 
mother, Mary Downey of New Britain. 
His release had been expected as a result 
of the visits to Peking by Nixon and 
Henry A. Kissinger but not until later 
thjs year. 


Downey, who has spent nearly 21 of 


his 42 years in Chinese prisons, looked 


pale but smiled continuously when he 
arrived at Clark Air Base from Hong 
Kong. He told newsmen he was "fine." 


At Clark he found his brother 


William, a New York attorney, who 
arrived several hours earlier. 


"I just want to say how grateful 1 am 


for being released," Downey told 
newsmen. "And I appreciate the 
Chinese government letting me go at 
this time, and President Nixon for his 
efforts on my behalf, and Dr. Kissinger. 
I'm very pleased to be out; and at the 
same time, I'm very anxious to get home 
and see my mother." 


William Downey said a- doctor had 


examined his brother on the flight from 
Hong Kong and "he checks out fine on 
a preliminary examination. He certainly 
feels and looks good." 


The two brothers took off in a special 


C141 medical evacuation transport at 
1:42 a.m. EST for Elmendorf Air Base in 
Alaska. From there, they were to fly to 
either Hartford, Conn., or Westover Air 
Base in Massachusetts. 


Downey's mother, who visited him a 


number of times in Peking, suffered a 
stroke last Wednesday. She regained 
consciousness Sunday, but a spokes- 


man at New Britain General Hospital 
said her condition still was critical. 


Downey was captured in 1952 when 


his plane went down on a flight from 
Seoul to Tokyo while on a mission for 
the Central Intelligence Agency. His 
fate remained a mystery until Peking in 
1954 announced that he and another 
man on the flight, Richard Fecteau, had 
been convicted of espionage. 


Fecteau was sentenced to 20 years in 


prison; Downey, to 30. But, after Nixon 
announced he was going to visit Peking, 
the Chinese freed Fecteau a year early in 
December 1971 and said Downey would 
have to serve only five more years

BRUSSELS (AP) — Six of the Com- 


mon Market nations agreed early today 
to a joint, partial float against the dollar, 
maintaining a schedule of exchange 
rates among each other but ending 
obligatory purchases of the dollar to 
support it. 


The other three member nations — 


Bntain, Ireland and Italy —are already 
floating their currencies against all 
others They said they would join the 
joint float as soon as economic condit- 
ions permitted them to peg their 
currencies against the other Common 
Market monies 


West Germany also agreed to revalue 


the mark upward three per cent. There 
was speculation that the Japanese yen, 
the other strong currency, also would be 
revalued somewhat. 


The decision by West Germany, 


France, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Luxembourg and Denmark was easing 
the latest monetary crisis that closed 
foreign currency exchanges 10 days 
ago. 


A communique after a meeting of 


finance ministers from the nine Com- 
mon Market nations said the float 
would go into effect March 19, when the 
exchange markets reopen. 


Four other nations with strong 


currency —Switzerland, Sweden, Nor- 
way and Austria — reportedly were 
considering joining the float even 
though they are not members of the 
Common Market. 


By floating, the currencies are free to 


find their natural levels in terms of the 
dollar through pressures of supply and 
demand. No longer will the central 
banks have to buy huge quantities of 
dollars from speculators and the money 
managers to keep the dollar from 
sinking below a fixed level. However, 
West Germany's finance minister, Hel- 
mut Schmidt, said a central bank may 
continue under the agreement to sup- 
port the dollar to prevent its own 
currency rate from going higher than 
desired. 


The agreement calls for a maximum 


fluctuation of 2.25 per cent among the 
values of the six floating currencies. It is 
considered a key step toward eventual 
creation of a single European currency.

Flood pulls New London together

NEW LONDON - The unexpected 


flood which struck here during the 
weekend may be the third or fourth 
most serious disaster to ravage this 
Wolf River community. 


The other major disasters include the 


flood in 1888 when the Wolf crested at 
11.6 feet and in 1922 when the river 
crested at 11.4 feet. The other disaster 
was of a different nature: Seven build- 
ings were destroyed by fire on N. Water 
Street on New Year's Day in 1924. 


Like most disasters, this most recent 


flood has drawn the community 
together. 


"It's always been a northside and 


southside difference as far as business," 
Bob VanderVeer a life-long resident, 


said."But when the chips are down, 
everyone gets together. It's just great 
to see how everyone gets together." 


Three separate incidents during the 


flood nearly caused the loss of life. 


Saturday night, three 
persons, 


including New London Fire Chief 
Wayne Wilfeur and Wisconsin Gas Co. 
Office manager Richard Stern were 
overcome by carbon monoxide fumes 
from a portable pump being used to 
clear the basement of the Melvin Jun- 
gerberg home on County X west of the 
city. 


Jungerberg summoned help and he 


and the other two men were taken to 
New London Community Hospital 
where they were held overnight and 
released. All were reported to be in 
good health Sunday. 


Patrolman James Edminster barely 


avoided a serious injury Sunday on N. 
Shawano Street when he stepped into 
an open manhole. Edminster was able 
to catch himself before falling comple- 
tely into the manhole but suffered a ' 
twisted knee. 


Police Capt. Ray Oberstadt said in a 


light vein Sunday, "He (Edminster) was 
trying to find a barricade that had been 
knocked down. I guess the only thing 
that happened is he got pretty wet." 


Edminister said, "I got wet to here," 


indicating about three feet up on his 
legs. 


The fire department was called out at 


12:03 a.m. today to rescue a man lying 
face down in the water on Waupaca 
Street. 


The man was held overnight in the 


city jail on a public intoxication charge. 


Overnight 
conditions indicated 


predictions by the United States 
Geological Survey of a record flood 
may not be correct.

The 
only thing that could happen there 
would be for a main to break and we 
don't expect that because, unlike Clin- 
tonville, the water here rises steadily 
and not at one gush," Houk said. His 
men have been on stand-by during the 
emergency. 


The police and fire departments have 


had the greatest pressure placed on 
them because of emergency calls and 
traffic contrql. 


"All our appeals for sightseers to stay 


away were just like waving a red flag in 
front of a bull," Oberstadt said. "The 
more we asked people to stay away, the 
more they came. 


"The department has been on emer- 


gency stand-by since Friday," Obers- 
tadt said. "We've more or less tried to 
keep 50 per cent of the department on 
duty.

problems, Pichelmeyer's Drug Store 
was broken into and a large amount of 
drugs was taken," Oberstadt said. 
Other vandalism was minimal. 


"The State Patrol has been handling 


traffic at U.S. 45-State54 and Waupaca 
County Patrolman Tom Berto has been 
handling our accident calls," Oberstadt 
said. The Waupaca County deputies 
directed traffic on County X and S. 


"The flooding is going to continue," 


Oberstadt said. "It hasn't crested. Once 
it does, the northside will continue to be 
flooded for some time. Traffic was 
backed up two and three miles because 
of sightseers and because only one 
street is open. 


"The state has placed detour signs at 


Outagamie County M in Hortonville 
and we ask people traveling north on 
U.S. 45 to use that route," Oberstadt 
said.

Mayor Herman Gagnow said, "We 


had a lot of volunteer help and we 
greatly appreciate it_ This is the worst 
•I've ever seen and I don't know what 
can be done about it. We'll just have to 
wait and see what happens and then 
assess the damage. 


"I declared a state of emergency 


Sunday morning and that will stay in 
effect. That means the north side of the 
river will be closed to traffic today. And 
it will be in effect until the water begins 
to recede,'" Gagnow said.

Neenah begins centennial year 


When someone reaches the age of 100 he could not be blamed 


for wanting to sit back and rest on their past laurels. But, our 
neighbor, Neenah, rather than resting, is planning on using its 
100th birthday as a debarkation point. 


Neenah will observe its centennial as a city tomorrow, kicking 


off a centennial year that will end on March 8, 1974, when its 
sister city of Menasha observes its 100th birthday. (Both cities 
had earlier been incorporated as villages, Menasha in 1853 and 
Neenah in 1856). 


It is doubtful that Harrison Reed and Harvey Jones, who, in 


1846, purchased 562 acres of what was known as Winnebago 
Rapids, could have ever visualized that their tract of land would 
someday be the heart of the paper industry in the United States. 


A whole series of events are being planned throughout the 


next year as part of the centennial observance, including a 
Centennial Summerfest the first week of August. 


Twin Cities Centennial, Inc., an organization of leaders from 


both communities formed to promote the centennials, is using 
the idea of looking ahead, rather than back. "The Twin City 
Centennial will not merely serve as a commemoration of past 
accomplishments and pleasant memories. It will be designed as a 
showcase to display the kind of spirit, skill and tenacity 
characteristic of a balanced community that will not only exist 
for another 100 years, but will openly invite challenge and 
change, the basic ingredients of progress." 


This quote, taken from the committee's statement of purpose, 


has already been put into action with the start of the study to 
determine the feasibility of merging the two communities. 


Menasha opened the centennial year with a resolution com- 


mending Neenah. Neenah will close the year with a resolution 
commending Menasha.

The returning prisoners 


There have been warnings from several quarters that things 


are not going to be all champagne and ice cream for the 
returning prisoners of war and their families. For many, picking 
up the pieces after several years of abnormal existence will be 
difficult and for some it will be impossible. 


Things have changed considerably in this country during the 


last decade. It isn't only the mini-skirt and hot pants syndrome, 
the sexual revolution, long hair, lack of respect for authority or 
the drug culture. Individuals are simply not the same as they 
were three, five or seven years ago. This is especially true when 
they have lived under completely different circumstances as 
have the prisoners in North Vietnam and the wives and children 
that were left at home. 


Probably the only comparable situations are those of married 


couples when one partner is imprisoned or hospitalized for -a 
long period of time. But even then there are contacts usually 
greater than the infrequent letters to and from Hanoi. There may 
be visitors or some indication of when the separation may end. 
Neither was possible for the POW's and their families. 


Wives of necessity took over, if not the economic, at least the 


emotional role as head of the family. That cannot now simply be 
discarded. Some understandably met and fell in love with other 
men. Merely being the wife of a prisoner of war does not endow 
one with angelic or superhuman qualities. Children have often 
changed from toddlers to adolescents, from grammar school 
kids to young adults. Just as the adjustment to living alone was 
extremely painful at the time of separation, so the change now 
may be difficult. 


The heartbreak years of imprisonment and the joy of reunion 


both will fade into the reality of now. The former prisoners and 
their families deserve toleration and forebearance as well as love 
and appreciation from all those of us who did not immediately 
share their griefs and trials. 


Welfare reform: How? 


One of the anomalies of modern life and an increasingly" 


serious irritant to thousands of family breadwinners in the 
modest earning brackets is the voracity of demands for public 
assistance expenditures at all levels of government. If nothing 
else ensues from the current series of disclosures about outlan- 
dishly careless and costly errors of management in the relief 
administration of metropolitan Milwaukee County than the 
hard-headed inquiry that state welfare administrator Wilbur 
Schmidt has demanded, that enterprise by The Milwaukee 
Sentinel will have proved its worth. 


Today in Madison the single largest item of proposed spending 


in Gov. Lucey's budget is lumped under the social welfare line in 
his executive budget bill. Without much evident relation to the 
state of the general economy, tens of thousands of Wisconsin 
families rely upon public doles for their basic existence. We have 
no doubt that the vast majority of the beneficiaries are needy. 
But there are disturbing signs also that many of the grants are 
larger than those which thousands of other residents of this 
state are able to earn by the labor of their hands and minds, and 
that there is building a serious reserve of resentment and 
suspicion as a result. 


Gov. Lucey has proposed some important changes in state 


laws governing the distribution of public assistance. Chief 
among them is his proposition to have the state take over 
complete control of the diverse programs, in exchange for some 
increase in state participation in financing. 


But as we contemplate that plan conceived by the governor 


and his advisors the question arises: how can he be certain, or 
even optimistic, about the efficiency of a distant state adminis- 
tration at Madison over the authorities in cities and counties 
when he is so consistently skeptical, if not antagonistic, about 
state capitol "bureaucracy" in general? 


If the governor is seriously persuaded that the cost of the 


heavy public assistance disbursements in urban localities should 
be spread over a wider tax base, why does he insist that the 
counties remain liable for a share of the money involved even 
after all semblance of local control has been removed? 


Sen. Johnson, the Republican leader of the state senate, has 


noted that Mr. Lucey and his legislative Democrats have been 
antagonistic to some highly reasonable welfare reform proposi- 
tions in the past, including the establishment of a "fugitive 
father" program under state authority that might contain some 
promise of results. He recalls also that two years ago the 
legislature enacted a bill requiring all relief applicants to turn up 
in person to file their claims, unless they had sound excuses. 
That measure was vetoed, but over-ridden in a bi-partisan vote. 
Mr. Johnson may also have favorable responses when he asks, in 
effect, why taxpayers' relations with government are public 
records by definition of law, while public assistance files are 
withheld from public view.

Continuity key issue in cabinet debate 


MADISON —In the emerging struggle about 


the state administration's demand for direct 
gubernatorial command of major state services 
that have traditionally been insulated from 
immediate pressure by the governor, the 
Department of Natural Resources control issue 
will probably have most interest and generate 
most popular involvement. 


The key phrase in the inevitable and power- 


ful resistance of various groups to the proposal 
of Gov. Patrick Lucey that the department be 
put under the immediate management of the 
executive office through a law permitting him 
to hire and fire its head as he chooses will be 
"continuity of policy." 


For nearly half a century- the department's 


programs have been managed with the belief 
that protection and the management of 
resources are worthless concepts without 
long-range objectives and permanent policy to 
support them. The great cause in the early days 
was reforestation through protection against 
fire, zoning, planting incentives, state advisory 
services and education. 


No one who remembers upper Wisconsin 


three or four decades ago can doubt that the 
brave and idealistic intentions of the 1920s have 
been vindicated substantially. 


Stands with friends 


There is an old story in outdoors oriented 


politics about the governor in a state of the 


Deep South who encountered a troublesome 
issue involving the timing and the length of the 
hunting season on squirrels. 


As the tale goes, he announced that many of 


his friends wanted an early and a long shooting 
season and that an approximately equal 
number of friends and supporters were 
adamantly demanding a late and a shorter 
season. He intended, he said, to stand with his 
friends as always. 


Had the administrative chief of the Depart- 


ment of Natural Resources (or the Conserva- 
tion Department, as it was legally called until a 
few years ago) been subject directly to the will 
of governors during the 1940s and 1950s on the 
issues involved i.n deer management, as an 
example, there would have been an even 
greater turnover in the office that is perhaps 
the most sensitive and demanding of the higher 
places in the state establishment. 


It is unfortunately overlooked by many ci- 


tizens, and some politicians, that the quasi 
legislative powers held by DNR, Health and 
Social Services, and other major departments, 
were delegated to them by past legislatures 
because they could not, or would not, accom- 
modate the issues represented in the chambers 
of the elected law-makers. 


Moreover, when such powers are abused, or 


thought to be abused, they can be revoked. 
Occasionally they are in fact revoked, as 


recently demonstrated in a legislative rebellion 
against rules of the state Motor Vehicle 
Division, the merits of which need not be 
reviewed here. 


Accountable to legislature 


Thus there is true "accountability," which is 


what Mr. Lucey says he is worrying about. But 
the accountability is to the elected legislature, 
and to the governor less immediately. 


It is a far-reaching enlargement of the 


gubernatorial authority that the governor asks, 
far beyond anything his most ambitious and 
politically favored predecessors conceived. It is 
also curiously inconsistent, as the academic as 
distinguished from the partisan critic is 
reminded upon examination. 


Why the careful stipulation that the chief of 


the Department of Veterans Affairs will have 
tenure assured in the proposed law? Why the 
exemption from the "cabinet" blueprint of 
what is the most costly if not the most impor- 
tant of the administrative branches of the 
state? 


Sen. Ray Johnson, the Republican Senate 


leader, has noted the omission. The University 
of Wisconsin is beyond the direct control of the 
executive office. In fact, it is run more 
independently than any other major state 
services. But the governor has avoided any 
mention of higher education in the blueprint for 
a reduction of "bureaucratic" power.

Talent not same 
as intelligence 


Talent and intelligence are quite dis- 


tinct from one another, and there is no 
necessary relationship between the 
two. This insight may not come as a 
shock to you, but it is surprising how 
many people imagine otherwise. 


I was reading a piece in Time 


magazine not long ago, about Neil 
Simon's new Broadway hit, "The 
Sunshine Boys." In a mock interview 
with the playwright, the magazine 
writer intimated that Simon should and 
could try to do more than popular 
comedies, that with his talent he could 
write a geniunely moving and 
meaningful play. 


Such reproaches, or accusations, 


have always been leveled against 
frivolous writers of talent, and in al- 
most all cases they are pointless and 
unjust. For a writer—Noel Coward, as 
an example—may possess an immense 
talent to entertain us, without in the 
slightest possessing enough intellectual 
power to edify us. 


Only a few artists in any generation 


are fortunate enough to have been 
endowed with the gifts of talent and 
intelligence alike. Shaw was one—he 
knew what was worth saying, and he 
knew how to express it admirably. But 
for every Shaw, a dozen dramatists 
with far richer talents have floundered 
in triviality or pretentiousness for want 
of conceptual powers. 


There is no reason to believe that 


Simon has anything worth saying to a 
waiting world; he is already m middle 
age and in full flower of success, and 
has not yet contrived to utter a single 


dramatic statement of exceptional 
depth or resonance. Nor is there any 
reason why he should; a man with 
comic gifts should not be ashamed that 
God did not also give him philosophical 
profundity —he is lucky enough as it is. 


But a certain kind of critic is never 


contented with the natural limitations 
of talent; he demands that the creator 
be stretched on the esthetic Bed of 
Procruste; until he is distorted info 
something God did not mean him to 
be—like the literary prig who looks 
down his nose at Dickens because he is 
not Dostoyevski. 


Not only, by the way, is there no 


necessary relationship between talent 
and intelligence, there is hardly any 
between talent and genius. As someone 
has said, if you have genius, you don't 
even need talent. Balzac was an 
execrable writer, by refined literary 
standards: but his native genius simply 
overran his technical deficiencies. Ein- 
stein, by all accounts, was a miserable 
arithmetician; all his computations had 
to be double-checked by someone else. 
His genius was above the mere talent 
for figuring. 


People are forever confusing one 


attribute with another —like suppos- 
ing that the talent for making money is 
related lo intelligence.

Without a broader re-exarnination of 


our Southeast Asian war policy, the 
White House is unlikely to fulfill its 
steely, unyielding prohibitions on am- 
nes_tv for deserters and draft-dodgers. 
Some Presidential aides think that an- 
ti-amnesty sentiment is virtually at its 
peak; and there is talk that President 
Nixon leans toward raising the vital, 
underlying issue of just why and how 
the war was first launched and then 
scuttled by 'The Best and Bright- 
est" liberal advisers of the Kennedy- 
Johnson era. 


I hasten to add that the basic case 


against amnesty is eminently meri- 
torious. Far from being "moral heroes" 
and "keepers of the national con- 
science," a high ratio of our overseas 
draft-dodgers 
and 
deserters 
is 


something much less. Of the 585 U.S. 


- deserters who fled to Sweden between 


1967 to 1970, Swedish Immigration 
Director William Leth lists 110 of them 
(20 per cent) as having committed 
major crimes. Fifty-nine were jailed 
and 30 deported. Government statistics 
also rebut wild-eyed press estimates 
that overseas exiles number between 
70,000 and 100,000. In a recent news- 
paper article, Presidential aide Pat 
Buchanan put the figure at 7,000 to 
10,000 in Canada and less than 2,000 
elsewhere. Leth's and Buchanan's 
figures prick the balloon of any social 
or numerical compulsion for amnesty. 


What happened in previous wars 
The trouble lies in the difficulty of 


singling 
out 
draft-dodgers 
and 


deserters in a war opposed so stridently 
and openly fay so many prominent 
Americans. Tough amnesty stands by- 
Washington in the wake of previous 
conflicts have been buoyed by the 
solidarity of U.S. policy. Deserters in 
1863 or 1918 could not claim to have 
been encouraged by the country's 
leading politicians — and those few 
politicians who did encourage them 
also paid a high price. 
, During the Civil War, Abraham Lin- 
coln ordered a subversive Ohio Peace 
Congressman, 
Clement L. Vallan- 


digham, deported to the Confederacy, 
and Socialist Presidential nominee 
Eugene Debs went to prison for his 
World War I beliefs. After those wars 
were over, public opinion dealt harshly 
with defeatists of all ages. .Young 
people were not singled out. Amnesty 
was not the central postwar issue it is 
today. 


There's the rub. The government 


can't validly zero in on the exiles — 
social dregs or not —while it continues 
to ignore the fashionable dovish poli- 
ticians whose talk of U.S. brutality and 
wickedness made naive 20-yeaf-olds 
see flight to Toronto. Guadalajara or 
Stockholm as a moral pilgrimage. After 
all. the George McGoverns, Frank 
Churches, and J. WiJliam Fulbrights 
openly harangued campus America 
with a relentless message of defeatism 
and shame. 


Perhaps the war was a mistake. Lots 


of people think so. But then the poli- 
ticians ought 10 be brought to task 
ca-equa]Jy with the ca33ow youths who 
listened to them, imbibed talk of "our 
noblest generation," and ihen went 
over the hi]]. After all, as David Hal- 
berstam makes dear enough in "The 
Best and the Brightest," it was the 
liberal politicians and Ivy League 
planners who steered us into the Great 
Southeast Asian Crusade. And when 
the Gulf of Tonkin Resolution came up 
for a vote in 1964, the McGovems. 
Churches, and Fulbrights all supported 
it. Only later did "The Best and the 
Brightest" decide to undercut and 
preach against the war they set in 
motion, a shabby volte face without 
historical precedent in our country. 


Get the politicians! 


This ought to be the centra] postwar 


jssue: The conduct of officials in exalt- 
ed places who fled higher responsibili- 
ties than those of scared 20-year-olds. 
But so far, the Nixon Administration 
has not mustered the nerve to stand up 
and lay a few big ones on these people. 
At the same time, the White House 
dearly wants lo milk public frustration 
and backlash, and the amnesty issue is 
a superficially easy way to do it. Many 


left-liberal politicians, anxious for their 
own amnesty, are raising few faint, 
pleas for the runaways whom they or(c£ 
encouraged with the bile of a hundr ed 
peace rallies. 
- . 


Back in 1970, Nixon Administration 


spokesmen screeched about crime and 
"campus anarchy" in a way that the 
electorate rightfully perceived a's 
superficial. Little that was said showed 
much understanding of the deeper 
genesis of social turmoil. One hopes 
this will not be true with the amnesty 
issue. The Administration is basically 
correct: people are against amnesty; 
they know the Stockholm set for the 
bums they are. But the American public 
is also good at sensing when a theme'is 
being overplayed out of disinclination 
to come to grips with more fundamen- 
tal questions. Amnesty is a peripheral 
issue: the 1962-72 shortcomings of 'The 
Best and the Brightest" are fundamen-' 
tal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - It costs tax- 


payers an average of $188,000 a year to 
keep a representative in Washington 
and pay for his office staff. Senators 
come somewhat higher, about $390,000- 
each. 


Those basic costs include the $42,500 


annual salary of each of the 100 senators 
and 438 representatives and delegates, 
plus staff payrolls. 


Each House member is allowed about 


$165,000 per year to pay up to 16 
employes in his Washington and district 
offices. 


A senator's clerical allowance varies 


according to the size of his state, rang- 
ing from $327,000 to $586,000 per year, 
with no ceiling on the number of 
employes but a top on the salary of his 
No. 1 staffer. Currently the top is $35,900 
for the Senate and about $32,600 for the 
House. 


Not all members use their total 


allowance. The unused balance reverts 
to the Treasury. 


Neither do all members use all of the 


allowances for fringe benefits, which 
are not included in the average cost of 
keeping up a congressional office. 


Basic costs in the legislative 


appropriation bill enacted last year 
included $62 million for salaries of 
House members' office staffs and $20.4 
million for the salaries and travel 
allowances 
of members. 
The 


appropriation for senators' office staffs 
was $34.2 million and $4.7 million for 
senators' salaries and mileage. 


Fringe benefits which add to the 


over-all cost of running Congress 
include: 


—Franked, or free, mail for official 


correspondence. The estimated cost for 
fiscal year 1973 was $21.2 million for 
both branches. 


—Stationery allowances of $4,250 per 


year per member for the purchase of 
office supplies at reduced rates. Not all 
members use this allowance. Some 
draw it in cash. 


—Telephone 
and 
telegraph 


allowances amounting to the, 
equivalent of 40,000 minutes of long- 
distance talking or 160,000 words of 
telegrams for every two years, plus 
unlimited long-distance calls in evening 
hours and all day on weekends, on 
leased government lines for represen- 
tatives. The long-distance allowance is 
the same for all members, whether they 
live in Virginia or California. 


—Travel allowances of 18 round trips 


home per session for House members 
and 45 for senators. This is in addition to 
foreign travel available to most 
members for official business, and for 
trips to home states or districts for 
staffers. 


—Members are allowed free office 


space in federal buildings in their home 
states, or districts, or limited rental 
allowances and office expenses if free 
space isnot available. Monthly district- 
office rental for House members may go 
as high as $350 in some cases. 


Life insurance, health insurance and 


retirement annuities are available for 
any member desiring them and paying 
part of the cost, up to eight per cent of 
monthly pay for the retirement 
program. The pensions are generous, 
ranging up to $36,000 a year for 
members of Congress who have served 
32 years or more.

French voters retain 
leadership of Gaullists 


Business training 


LONDON (AP) — A school head- 


master suggested that Britons who run 
their own businesses should teach their 
skills and secrets of success to ambit- 
ious teen-agers in their last year in 
school. 


PARIS (AP) — French voters have 


given the Gaullists another five years in 
control of the National Assembly but 
have reduced the government coalit- 
ion's majority to les than 60 seats. 


Sunday's returns from 486 of the 490 


electoral districts gave the Gaullist 
coalition 274 seats, the Communist- 
Socialist alliance 181, the centrist 
Reform Movement 28 and extreme 
rightists 3. 


The Communist Party won 73 seats, 


compared with 34 in the" last election in 
1968. and the Socialists moved up from 
o7 to 89. The other leftist seats went to 
splinter parties on the extreme left. 


The outcome was much more 


favorable to the Gaullists than had been 
expected. President Georges Pompidou 
was so worried by the strong leftist 
showing in public opinion polls and the 
first round of voting last Sunday that he 
made a lastrninute television appeal to 
the voters Saturday. Pompidou himself 
was not up for re-election. 


The economic achievements of the 


Gaullists over the past 15 years plus the 
basic conservatism of many Frenchmen 
pulled the government through. But the 
result was a warning that the left's calls 
for a better deal for the poor and for 
more equalization of economic gains 
had sympathetic echoes throughout the 
country. 


"It is correct that these elections 


reflect a will for renewal by a large 
number of voters," Premier Pierre 
Messmer admitted. 


The Gaullist majority in the assembly 


took a monumental dive from the 284- 
seat margin won in the 1968 landslide. 
But that occurred after the May student 
riots scared the French voters badly. 
The Gaullists could take some comfort 
from their new majority's being con- 
siderably better than the onevote edge 
they won in the last "normal" elections 
in 1967. 


Significantly, theheaviest losses were 


suffered by the Union for the Defense of 
the Republic, the Gaullist party. It fell 
from 293 seats to 181, making it more 
dependent on its partners, Finance 
Minister Valery Giscard d'Estaing's 
Independent Republicans and Jacques 
Duhamel's Democratic Center party. 


One of the major casualties was 


Foreign Minister Maurice Schumann, 
who lost the Armentieres seat he had 
held since 1945 to a Socialist. Justice 
Minister Rene Pleven also lost to a 
Socialist, but Bordeaux returned its 
longtime mayor, Jacques Chaban-Del- 
mas, despite a financial scandal that 
cost him the premiership last July. 


Messrner and Giscard d'Estaing won 


in the first round last Sunday when a 
majority was required for election and 
only 60 candidates won. In the runoff, 
the seat went to the high man. 


Communist party chief Georges 


Marchais and Socialist leader Francois 
Mitterrand also won in the runoff. So 
did Jean Lecanuet and Jean-Jacques 
Servan-Schreiber, coleaders of the 
Reform Movement.

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Mid-decade census planned 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The Census 


Bureau is ready to push ahead in 1975 
with the nation's first mid-decade 
sample survey of the population if 
Congress votes the money to pay for it. 


Census officials said plans call for 


surveying 
about 
one 
million 


households, or about 1.5 per cent of the 
population, to find out how the nation 
changed socially and economically 
since the 1970 census. 


The Nixon administration's fiscal 


1974 budget seeks $6 million to get the 
process going, but the total cost of the 
sample survey is estimated at $45 
million. The 1970 census cost $220 
million. 


If it comes off as expected, it will be a 


much-needed updating of economic and 
social statistics used by governments at 
all levels, businesses, labor unions and 
other segments of the population, Cen- 
sus officials said. 


But it would be different from a full- 


scale census. The bureau said an es- 
timated 15,000 representatives would 
seek in-depth social and economic in- 
formation from each family questioned. 
During a complete census, most people 
fill out a short form seeking only basic 
data. 


> In addition, said Deputy Director 
Robert Hagan, "We would not con- 
template making it a mandatory sample 
survey." During a full population count, 
persons who refuse to provide the in- 
formation to the bureau risk prosecut- 
ion. 


Hagan said it is possible for the 


bureau to do the sample survey on April 
1,1975, if Congress acts quickly enough 
to enable the bureau to gear up. But it 
could be done later in that year, he said. 


It is already too late to do a full census 


in 1975, he said, since the bureau needs 
at least 30 months to prepare for one. 


The sample would be supplemented 


by a survey of administrative records, 
principally some 80 million federal in- 
come tax returns, to get an estimate of 
migration and per-capita income. 


Daniel Levine, associate bureau 


director, said the use of tax returns is 
nothing new. The bureau has 


experimented with the approach in the 
past, he said. 


The plan calls for the Internal 


Revenue Service to provide the Census 
Bureau with tax data extracted from 
each 1974return. Levinesaid the bureau 
will keep the tax information confiden- 
tial, as required by law. 


What will emerge from the survey is a 


fairly comprehensive portrait of the 
nation's largest cities and counties, 
Levine said. But he added that the data 
for rural areas would nut be very 
complete. 


The Census officials said that, since it 


would be only a sample, the 1975 data 
could not be used as a basis for 
realigning congressional and legislative 
districts on a population basis.- Bills 
introduced on Capitol Hill also would 
bar use of the data for reapportiorim en t 
purposes. 


Hagan said the administration decid 


ed against a full-scale census because a 
sample "meets a fair proportion cjf the 
needs and because a sample made fense 
on a cost-benefit basis."

Libya is a principle supplier of oil for 


Western Europe. Helping in oil produc- 
tion are some 3,000 American citizens, 
all more or less dependent on the U.S. 
embassy. If President Nixon broke 
diplomatic relations with Libya in re- 
taliation for the bloody charade in 
Khartoum, these Americans would 
either have to accept evacuation—or 
run the risk of a possibly violent anti 
American Libyan reaction. 


Fear super-nationalists 


Worse yet, it would play into the 


hands of super-nationalists in the 
Libyan government, to the left even of 
CoL Qaddafi, who want all American 
influence expelled from the Middle

East. Finally, such a diplomatic 
counteraction might not impede future 
escapades by the BSO.

This is clearly understood

President Anwar Sadat of Egypt, who 
was responsible for restraining Qaddafi 
after the outrageous Israeli shooting 
down of a Libyan airliner with 106 
fatalities two weeks ago. 


Sadat even threatened to end the 


special Egyptian-Libyan political link 
during his succeesful effort to prevent 
Qaddafi from exploding in retaliation 
againat Israel. Sadat's motive was ob- 
vious: to block an Arab retaliation so 
excessive that world opinion, solidly 
anti-Israeli after the Feb. 21 tragedy, 
would swing the other way. 


Hope for death penalty 


Then came Khartoum. Since then, 


Sadat—along 
with 
other 
Arab 


moderates—has continued his quiet 
pressure on Qaddafi. Their message: let 
the Sudanese government deal with the 
eight assassins without outside in- 
terference or threats. Their private 


hope: the eight will be sentenced to die, 
with that penalty—the first of its 
kind—beginning the end of the Pales- 
tinian terrorist movement. 


But 
Sadat 
has 
scarcely 
more 


leverage against Qaddafi than does 
President Nixon, and even the threat of 
breaking up the Egyptian-Libyan poli- 
tical union might not stop Qaddafi from 
attacking the Sudanese government as 
tools of American "imperialism" if the 
killers are actually executed. 


In sum, there are no international 


weapons capable of dealing with such 
global terrorism beyond maximum 
punishment of thpse responsible. 


That means the death penalty in 


Khartoum and a decision by all Arab 
states to stop aiding and abetting in- 
ternational criminal activity. Anything 
less not only threatens other lives in 
other countries but also guarantees 
that even the legitimate Arab cause 
the bitter struggle with Israel will be 
more and more damned, everywhere in 
the world.

I had suffered 
a coronary six months previous, and 
my earning power was questionable. 
The next morning at 8 a.m., my hus- 
band called the company to ask them to 
cancel the contract so we could recon- 
sider and select a less expensive model. 
The president of the company refused, 
saying he would sue us. Less than 15 
hours after we'd signed the contract, 
the pool was delivered, although the 
salesman had said it might be several 
days before it could be installed. 


We consulted a lawyer but were told 


we have no legal recourse because the 
(N.Y.) state law providing a 72-hour 
cooling-off period covers only credit 
sales. We paid in cash, thinking that 
borrowing from the bank would be 
more convenient. This law seems to be 
discriminatory against paying in cash. 


Can you help us? E.Y. 
HELP-MATE contacted the National 


Swimming Pool Institute, of which 
your dealer is-a member, and the insti- 
tute begartan investigation. The dealer 
then entered into negotiations with you 
and eventually offered you extra ser- 
vice on your pool, a year's supply of 
chemicals free and S250 as settlement. 


An official of the NSPI said there are 


indications of bait-and switch advertis- 
ing in your deal, a practice against the 
trade group's code of ethics. But he 
feels there would* be insufficient 
evidence to bring the matter before one 
on the NSPI ethics groups The dealer 
denied a bait-and-switch, saying your 
husband wanted a different weight 
vinyl than in the pool advertised. 


About 36 states have laws providing 


a cooling-off period in all door-to-door 
sales above S25. However, the rule is 
not effective yet, pending a court 
decision on whether the FTC has power 
to make such rules. 


In large purchases like yours, a buyer 


could insist on a 72-hour cooSing off 
period m the contract or demand an 
arbitration clause to protect his rights 
should a dispute arise later. 


The NSPI official advises buyers to 


be wary of any deal that must be closed 
on the spot if a bargain is to be had or of 
any sales pitch in which the salesman 
disparages the product advertised. The 
NSPI tries to resolve complaints about 
pool deals.

An order 
has been issued against the company 
for false representation. How can I get 
my money back?

(1) The Federal Reserve System is 


making it tougher to get credit and, by 
so doing, is helping to raise interest 
rates across the board. 


Curb on borrowing 


This is traditional, orthodox anti 


inflation policy designed to curb exces- 
sive borrowing that would intensify 
pressures under prices, to keep some 
"hot money" from flowing out of the 
U.S. in search of higher interest rates 
abroad, to impress governments and 
businessmen around the world with our 
determination to prevent another out- 
burst of destructive inflation. 


That's all very commendable. But if 


you must borrow money during this 
era, higher interest rates add to your 
cost of living—and millions of you will 
borrow. As a matter of fact, a" higher 
cost of a long-term loan is a lot more 
important and lasting factor in your 
cost of living (and doing business) than 
a record price for a pound of beef. 


(2) The two devaluations of the dollar 


in the past 15 months have cheapened 
our currency almost 18 per cent—and 
further informal or formal devaluations 
cannot yet be ruled out. 


You've read enough about these 


de\ aluations to know that a kev objec- 
tive is to make U.S. exports more at- 
tractive, to enhance the competitive 
position of U.S. business abroad—and 
thereby to help dry up the horrendous 
totals of red ink in our balance of 
payments. For decades, we have been 
living wantonly beyond our means in 
every way, giving away and lending 
billions of dollars, silently standing by 
as our competitors surged into our 
markets everywhere. In 1971, we ran a 
deficit in our trade balance with other 
nations for the first time in this cen- 
tury; in 1972, that deficit soared to a 
staggering $6.8 billion. 


Coffee, wine costs up 


No one dared really to carp at our 


devaluations to improve our competi- 
tive position under these circums- 
tances. 


But a cheaper dollar also increases 


the prices of foreign products sold 
here—ranging from cars to coffee, 
from wines to watches—and that's 


only the surface of the trade iceberg. 


For while you can decide not to buy a 


foreign-produced product, you cannot 
escape the many foreign-produced 
foods and you cannot duck the fact 
that foreign raw materials and foreign 
produced parts go into tens of 
thousands of products "made in the 
U.S.A." Indirectly, you'll feel the im- 
pact of the higher prices of those 
materials and parts. 


Of course, if you'll travel abroad in 


coming months, your cheaper dollar 
will buy less food, lodging, entertain- 
ment, etc. 


(3) Another side fesult of the decline 


in our competitive position is that the 
U.S. is moving toward a more restric- 
tive trade position. 


The walls we build—via tariffs or 


quotas—may be kept very'modest, but 
the well publicized aim is to protect 
U.S. jobs and prowls. And who is going 
to quarrel with that aim? 


But the danger is that one wall 


"breeds" another wall. And whether 
you buy U.S.-made, higher-priced 
products or foreign-made, higher- 
priced products, you'll feel the impact. 


Keeping lid on budget 


(4) And finally, the Nixon adminis- 


tration is trying hard to keep the lid on 
the U.S. budget, and thus, to stop 
fueling inflation at its very source. 


Once again, who can quarrel with 


that aim? But, as a result, many ser- 
vices which millions of Americans have 
been able to get at bargain prices, or 
even for free, because of federal sub- 
sidies, will cost more or simply disap- 
pear. 


If the Paris meetings that began this 


past weekend really do accelerate the 
world's move toward fundamental 
reform of the international monetary 
system, this latest currency crisis will 
eventually be seen as a breakthrough. 


But let no one kid you now with 


grandiose claims. We are paying dearly 
for our years of reckless abuse of our 
financial resources. These are not the 
greatest days of triumph for the U.S. 
dollar, for our national economy, or for 
us, as individuals.
